Average Daily Bank Deposits Have 
Been $5,000 

At Bridgeport, Ohio, the biggest 
saloon in the world went out-of busi- 
ness when Ohio became dry under an 
amendment to the state constitution. | -

In the Various Prisons, Sixteen

Paris.—The Bolshevik, before they 
retired from Riga, shot thirty persons 
in the céntral prison there, according 
to official reports reccived by the Am- 
erican peace delegates.

American Plants in Canada 


Many Concerns Include Considerable 
. Proportion of Canadians 

Montreal, Quebec. — According to 
a carefully compiled estimate just 
made public here there are 388 manu- 
facturing plants in Canada which’ are 
directly connected with United States 
concerns, The average capital is 
estimated at $682,834, making a total 
investment of $264,939,592. The actual 
paid-up capital in ‘the case of 76 of 
the companies was found to be $51,- 
895,350, and as these companies were 
fairly representative of the whole list, 
the average for them was considered 
a fair basis for making the ‘estimate. 
A similar list was compiled in Janu- 
ary, 1914, the number of plants being 
then estimated at 450, and the total 
investment $135, 000,000, an average of 
$300,000, The list does :not represent 
the investment of United States capi- 
tal exclusively, as the lists of share- 
holders of many of the Canadian con- 
cerns include a considerable propor- 
tion of Canadians, On the other hand 
there is a large number of companies 
not included, the shareholders of 
which comprise many citizens of the 
United States. In the Case of some 
enterprises, for instance, which have 
always been distinctly Canadian, a 
majority of the stock is now held in 
the United States, The total invest- 
ment,represented by the list given 
may, therefore, be considered’ a con- 
servative estimate of United States in- 
vestments in Canadian manufacturing 
enterprise

Swedish Government 
Asks For Plebiscite 


To Determine Nationality of , Aland 
Islands 


Paris, France.—The Swedish ‘Gov- 
ernment has sent the. peace confer- 
ence a note asking that a plebiscite 
be taken as soon as possible to deter- 
mnine the nationality of the Aland 
Islands, lying between Sweden and 
Finland, at the entrance’ to ‘the Gulf 
of Bothnia. The note reads: 

“The Royal Government feels that 
it must insist upon the conference 
taking into consideration as soon as 
possible the question of the rights of 
the population of the Aland Islands to 
decide by a plebiscite, carried out with 
the necessary guarantees, whether the 
archipelago js to belong to Sweden or 
to Finland, 

“The Royal Government presumes 
that on account of the principles ex- 
pressed at the peace conference, 
Sweden will be allowed to take part 
in the discussion of this question. It 
is needless to add that the Royal Gov- 
ernment greatly wishes that if the 
plebiscite gives the islands to Sweden, 
measures shall be taken to prevent the 
construction of military buildings in 
the archipelago, and also to prevent 
fatta¢ks on the archipelago by dpother 
power,” a

Seeding Down 
The Lawn) 


A well kept lawn adds much to the 
beauty of the home, whether in the 
farm, or in town or village. The 
native prairie grass which is used so 
extensively is hard to clip and fre- 
quently contains grasses of many 
‘kinds as. well, as numerous weeds. In 
breaking up the prairie grass in pre- 
paration for sulttivated grass the soil 
should be broken eariy in the season 
and backset later on. The plouggh- 
ing should be deep and the land well 
‘worked down and all grass and weeds 
destroyed. If potatoes can ‘be grown 
the second year and well looked after 
the ground will then be in first class! 
candition for lawn grass. 

Many mixtures of grasses are sold 
but practically all are mde up large- 
ly of Kentucky Blue Grass. On: the 
Scott Station excelient results have 
been had from Kentucky Blue Grass 
‘sown alone. This makes a grass of} 
fine texture fairly eusily clipped and 
one that is not easily destroyed. 

The surface preparation of the seed 
bed will consist in levelling up the 
dawn with the harrow or rake and 
making the soil quite firm to-near the 
surface. This shold be done early in 
the season or after a rain, ° 

The. quantity of seed required will 
amount to approximately 100 Ibs: per 
acre ‘or for a 25 by 140 ft lot about 
eight pounds, This last quantity will 
cost less than $8.00. 

In sowing, the seed can be spread 
‘by hand if no grass seeder is ava'! 
able and then harriwed or raked th. 
It is advisable. to Sow one-half of the’. 
seed first, the o er half later sowing

a subvention or purchase payment, 
they should be appraised at their 
value-in 1880, when the contract for 
the building of the railway was made, 
not at the value given them in 1919 
by the enterprise, expenditure and 
able management of the company.

Passing the Blame Judge Wants Power 


German Military Leaders Trying to 
Find Excuses for Failure 


Each of the German military and 
naval leaders, who by any chance has 
been or may be charged with respon- 
sibility for the loss of the war is re- 
ported cither to have published or to 
be preparing his own vindication, Gen. 
Ludendorff has an apologia in hand; 
General von Falkenhayn, chief. of staff 
from November, . 1914, to August, 
1916, has an explanation ready for the 
press.’ Before this month is over 
Grand Admiral von Tirpitz will have 
issued his defense and is said to have 
selected as its title, “Why I failed.” 
It is at least to his credit that he ac- 
knowledges failure, however much he 
may seck to pass the blame to other 
shoulders. As for the other super- 
men of the Prussian persuasion, one 
and all are more concerned with de- 
monstrating how somcone clse failed 
and how impossible it was to repair 
the errors that others committed. 


Ludendorff recently put. the blame 
for the loss of the war-on von 
Moltke, on von Falkenhayn and on 
Nicolai, the last-named the head of 
the German military intclligence ser- 
vice. Gencral von Hoffman has sad- 
dled the responsibility on von Falken- 
hayn, Von Falkenhayn probably will 
blame von Hindenburg, the kaiser or 
von Moltke. Von Moltke is always 
the most convenient scapegoat. He 
can make no rejoinder, being dead. 

Von Tirpitz had no forerunner as 
the creator of the German navy, as 
the challenger of British sca power 
father of piratical U-boat, 
warfare. He cannot push the respon- 
sibility back. And his successors only 
followed the fatal course laid: down 
by him. So he mtst face the fact of 
Germany’s failure on the sea, which 
entailed failure on land. He had his 
way. And that waymeant suicide for’ 
Germany. He cannot dissociate him- 
self from the catastrophe. The best 
he can do will be to drag in other 
German leaders as co-architects and 


accomplices. 
- Ludendorff is. manifestly one of 
these. He consented to the renewal 


of unrestricted submarine warfare in 
February, 1917. He displaced Hinden- 
burg on that issue, becoming, in ef- 
fect, a political as well as a military 
dictator. He had the power in Janu- 
ary to stop, the illegitimate U-boat 
activities. He also had the power as 
late as April of that year to rescind

Never before, even in the darker 
days of a world which has witnessed 
many. horrors, has there been’ such 
a blood-lust as the ghouls of twenti- 
eth-century Russia fomented. Where, 
in past records, can we find, for in- 
stance, anything to equal a story hid- 
den in the pages of the British: White 
Paper, of executions cargied out while 
the Red army bands played “lively 
airs?”, One witness of such orgy has 
recorded that on one occasion he was 
playing in the band and, as usual, all 
the people to be executed were 
brought to the’ edge. of the grave. 
Their hands and feet were tied to- 
gether, so that they would fall for- 
ward into the grave. They were then 
shot through the neck by Lettish 
soldiers. When the last man had been 
shot the grave was closed up, and on 
this particular occasion the bands- 
man saw the grave moving. Not be- 
ing able to stand the sight of it; he 
fainted, whereupon the Bolsheviks 
seized him, saying that he was in 
sympathy with the prisoners. They 
were on the point of killing him, but 
other members of the band explained

For Independence 


President. of Delegation. at Peace 
Conference Summarizes Events 


New York, N.Y.—Armenia’s case 
for independence was stated in full by 
Avetis Aharonian, president of the 
Armenian delegation at the peace 
conference, in the memorandum he 
presented to the conference some time 
ago, a copy of which has now been 
made available to this office. .The 
memorandum, which summarizes the 
scrics of events in northern. Armenia 
which culminated‘in the establishment 
of the Republic of Armenia, concludes 
as follows: i 
“Tt is this republic, whose govern- 
ment and parliament sit,in its capital, 
at Erivan, which has delegated us as 
its representatives to the peace con- 
ference, and has charged us to submit 
to-it the following: 

Ar- 
menians to their lot, in spite of their 
prayers, in bequeathing to them a 
war which it was manifestly beyond

Act Amendments 


The exemption as to enclosed lands 
pasturing horses, cattle, or sheep for 
six months during the ee year 
1as been extended by“adding “or for 
a period of two morths prior to July 


first of the year in which the tax is| 


levied‘ and the exemption as to cul- 
tivated land is maded to include such 
cultivation done -“prior to the first 
day of August of the year in which 
the tax is levied.‘ This gives owners 
a chance to. take advantage of spring 
pasturing and breaking, 

Hereafter the tax in municipal dis- 
tricts is to be levied, collected and 
; enforced by municipal districts. in 
manner similar to that employed in 
the collection of muntcipal taxes, and 
the district is to be paid five per cent 
commission on the amount actually 
collected and paidd to the Minister 
of Municipal affairs within ten days 
after the end of each month.
